Austro - Hungarians Claim 
Success in West 
Wallachia

LONDON, Noy, 17.—"On our new 
front north of the Ancre there is noth- 
ing to report, except intermittent 
enemy shelling, espectaily in the 
neighborheod of Beaucourt,” said the 
official communication issued by the 
British war Office tonight on the fight- 
ing in France. ‘Prisoners taken since 
November 18 have reached a total of 
6,190, 

“Today we heartily bombarded 
enemy trench lines in the vicinity of 
Loos and Hulluch. Yesterday much 
successful werk was accomplished by 
our airplanes, Two important june- 
tions on the enemy's lines of com- 
munication were bombed. Railways, 
billets and aerodromes were attacked 
vith bombs and machine gun fire, both 
night and = day. Enemy aircraft 
showed more enterprise than usual, 
with the result that three of his ma- 
chines Were brought down on our side 
of the line and two on his side. At 
least five more were driven to the 
ground in a damaged condition. Three

BY ACCIDENT 


Five Lives Lost When--She 
Collides With Convoy- 
ing Tug.- 


SUBMARINE WAS 
INJURED IN BOW 


Men Drowned On Tug Did 
‘Not Have a 
Chance 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Nov. 1l— 
The collision which caused the mer- 
chant submarine Deutschland to 


abandon her return voyage to Ger- 
many almost at its outset early today, 
when the convoying tug T, A. Scott 
Jr, was sunk, with a crew of five 
men, was the subject of federal in- 
vestigation this afternoon, The Uni- 
ted States Inspectors of steam vessels, 
headed by Capt. W. E. Withey, heard, 
through witnesses, of the collision, 
Evidence was given in secret, but It 
became known through = statements 
outside the chamber that the collision 
was an accident. Survivors who would 
discuss the matter were agreed that 
it was due to a combination of swift 
currents, which carried the tug off 
its course and across the bow of the 
submarine, and to the darkness, which 
was to be the Deutschland'’s medium 
of safety, but which instead prevented 
rendy observation of the danger 
ahead, 

Before the inspectors fix blame for 
the loss of the Scott and ite crew they 
will hear the testimony of Capt. Fred- 
erick Hinch, an official of the Eastern 
Forwarding company, who was the 
only survivor of the tug. Capt. Hinsel 
was rescued, almost exhausted, by the 
crew of the tug Cassie, following be- 
hind. Hinsch was unconscious after 
the accident and tonight was still so 
exhausted that it was said it might 
be several days before he would be 
able to testify. 

The Deutschland's return will be 
delayed a few days, estimated varl-

farmer was the discovery made by 
Geo. L, Edmondson, local manager 
of the Lake of the Woods Milling Co. 
who was summoned on numerous o¢ 
casions last fall to inspect fields of 
wheat where the prevalence of rust 
Was suspected, Mr, Edmondson froni 
years of experience is well qualified tu 
speak with authority on tne subject 
of rusted wheat and he has kindy 
consented to explain to Bulletin 
readers the manner in which the 
fungi spreads and some method: 
which would prove helpful in fighting 
the infection, 

In the first place ,says Mr. Edmond- 
son, three kinds of rust are known ti 
attack wheat. The crown rust is unim 
portant, but the early, orange leaf 
rust, commonly cailed “Red Rust, 
and the late, stem-rust, commoni) 
called “black rust,” are the rusts 
which require the farmers’ attention 
today. 

Both species produce  fitst reddis! 
ond black spores, but, the red spore 
predominate in the orange leaf-rust 
and the black spores are more abun- 
dant in the stem rust, 


Development of Disease, 


Wheat rusts belong to fungi which 
have several stages of development 
represented by different series oi 
spore formation, separated by two or 
more rest pericds. 

The rusts produce from spring to 
spring four different forms of spores 
Omitting technical names, the spores 
in order are; (1) Injuring Spores. 
They oceur on shrubs, or herbs other 
than grasses. (2) Blight Spores, often 
called summer spores, because they 
appear early in the summer, and it is 
these blight spores that rust the leaf 
of the wheat. (3) Completion spores, 
also known as winter spores ,and it is 
dark color of the completion spores 
that give rise to the name “black 
rust.” (4) Sporidia spores. These are 
the very delicate spore bodies formed 
in the spring on the germination tubes 
of the winter spores, 

The injuring spores lodge upon the 
wheat leaf or stalk in spring, and re- 
main until a light dew or rain fur- 
nishes moisture for the germination 
A small filament is then sent out 
which takes about an hour. or two & 
pierce its way into the stem or leaf 
and in this a mycelium is formed, A 
ordinary dewdrop may contain hun 
dreds of injuring spores which have 
been carried to it on the air, For the 
rust to break out after the germina- 
tion of the infecting spore varie: 
from 8 to 14 days ,according to the 
weather conditions, 


Result of Blight. 


After breaking out large numbers 
of blight spore@ are formed, drop oft 
and float away upon the air to other 
wheat plants, and if moisture is pres 
ent they germinate at once, and the 
above process, or cycle, is repeated. 
A spot, or postule, on the wheat 1-16 
by 1.64 of an inch contains 3,000 
such spores. It hag ben establishe:! 
that the blighting shores of the im- 
portant rusts can pass the northern 
winter, and experiments prove that 
infection come by way of the air, and 
not by way of the soil. 

Twenty million dollars has been 
given as a reasonable estimate for the 
average yearly loss from wheat rust 
in the United States, The losses this 
year in Canada and the States will be 
extremely heavy. 


Remedy and Prevention. 

No perfect remedy is known for 
combatting rust but all conditions are 
helpful that result from the farmers 
making very careful selettion of good

IS ON THE HUNT 
FOR FEED STOCK 


Everywhere Farmers Are inquir- 
ing For Cattle and Sheep to 
Consume Feed Surplus 


Interest in cattle and sheep is on 
the increase in Southern Alberta, 
writes W. F. Stevens, provincial live 
stock commissioner, whe is visiting 
that part of the province. Everywhere 
farmers are inquiring for stockers to 
consume their enormous piles of wheat 
straw and the grain that ‘he binders 
failed to pick up. Ranchers also find 
their ranges with a much |etter sup- 
ply of grass than for several years 
past, and they are on the hunt for cat- 
tle to eat it. 

Cows and heifers are at a premium. 
Steers are also bringing gocd prices. 
In fact there is danger thit many 
farmers are paying more for feeder 
steers than they are worth, because 
so large a! percentage of the inimals 
being offeted as feeders are i\\ bred, 
or of dairy breeding, and theve are 
not the kind that will yield a profit on 
high priced grain.

FARMERS HAVE 
NOW A UNIQUE 
OPPORTUNITY 


War Conditions Call For Increas- 
ed Production of Eggs, Poul- 
try and Butter 


“The farmers of Canada have now 
—and will have for some time to come 
one of thy, greatest opportunities in 
rears for supplying farm produce, 
such as butter, eggs, cheese and poul- 
ry,” was the assertion the other day 
of an Edmonton business man inter- 
ested in the produce market, in talk- 
ing over conditions brought about by 
the war and the food situation in the 


Old Country. He followed up the 
statement by the advice that every 
Canadian farmer should _ seriously 


consider the question of stocking hitn- 
self with a flock of hens, “When the 
ege gets above the price of one cent 
it's a big money-making proposition,” 
he added, 

Supplies in Stock. 

In justification of his advice he 
tuoted the supplies of farm produce 
in stock in the houses in Montreal on 
October 31, At that date, said he, 
they were 4,070 packages of dairy 
butter short of the stock at the same 
late last year. There were 6,874 
packages of creamery butter 
but that, he stated, was not a drop In 
the bucket in comparison to the great 
jemand from Britain at the present 
time, Cheese was 20,825 short; fresh 
eges 1,058 cases more; cold storage 
ege’s, 6,857 over. Considering, how- 
ever, the requirements of the Mother 
Country, and the fact that the differ- 
ent allied countries that in the past 
largely supplied her with foodstuffs 
and farm produce have been unable to 
deal with her on account of the war 
(he referred particularly to Russia), 
and on account of most of the avail- 
able ocean-carrying space being util- 
ized for the transportation of muni- | 
tions, it was no wonder, he said, they 
had high prices. In addition, there 
was the lack of production in Canada. 

Alberta Has Fallen Down. 

“Alberta has seriously fallen down 
in egg and poultry production this 
year, and this in face of the fact that 
there is no better climate than that of 
our province for the poultry industry 
in the Dominion. In 1915 we 
duced 96,000 cases of eggs, 74,000 Ibs. 
of butter, 372,693 lbs, of cheese, 887,- 
000 Ibs of poultry and 5,500,000 Ibs. of 
dairy butter, which brought in a 
monetary return of $3,850,647.74. 
These figures this year should be 
doubled, but they won't. While there 
will be an inerease in dairy and 
creamery butter, there will be a de- 
crease in poultry and eggs. This ts 
not as it should be when, to repeat,

ROAD DRAG ABUSE. 


Complaints are being made by the 
farmers of lowa that road builders are 
paying more attention to providing 
roads suitable for motor travel than 
for marketing farm produce; that in 
order to prevent the formation. of 
ruts the dirt roads are crowned up so 
high and the sides so steeply sloped 
to the ditches that when they become 
frozen they are unsafe for any kind 
of traffic, particularly that of loaded 
wagon traffic. As a result of this 
condition, accidents frequently occur. 
When a farmer is coming to town 
with a load of grain or other produce 
and undertakes to give half the road 
to another vehicle, the moment all 
four wheels are on the same slope of 


the road his wagon slides into the 
ditch and is frequently upset, and 
sometimes broken.

BRITISH PEOPLE 
WILL BE PUT ON 
REAL WAR BASIS 


Coi. Winston Churchill Predicts 
Virtual State Socialism in 
O ld Country 


London, Nov. 17—Colonel Winston 
Churchill predicted in the House of 
Commons yesterday that before the 
end of the war the government would 
not only take over all British shipping 
but that universal service would be 
ordered, not only for the army but 
for the general purposes of the war, 
according to full reports of his speech 
during the food debate which appear 
in the papers today. 

The former first lord of the admir- 
alty also predicted that it would be 
necessary -to- adopt ration tickets for 
all esséhtials and that prices would 
have to be fixed to secure to the poor- 
est classes the power of buying 4 cer 
tain modicum of food, He said thut 
he was quite sure that national organ- 
ization of agriculture was inevitable. 

“We need a great organization,” he 
concluded, “for producing munitions 
of life just as we do for munitions of 
Geath. Let the government do these 
things while there is yet time.” 


“HOLIDAY” OF C.P.R. 
FREIGHT HANDLERS 
IN TORONTO CITY 


Toronto, Noy. 17.—This morning 200 
freight handlers and checkers here of 
the C.P.R. refused to go into work, 
following a dispute regarding wages. 
The men refuse to call their action a 


“strike,” preferring the term “holi- 
day,’ ‘but the effect is exactly the 
same, They refused the company's 


suggestion that the difference be sub- 
mitted to a board of arbitration ap- 
pointed by the department of labor at 
Ottawa. 

The action of freight handlers and 
checkers effectually ties up today all 
general merchandise, fruit and veget- 
ables and munitions of war handled by 
the C.P.R. company at Toronto freight 


stations, and indirectly affects ship- 
ments all over Ontario.
